Presentation to the Historical Society of 
Dr. Dyer’s Famous Anti-Slavery 


Facts Relating to Early Theatres in 


The large audience that gathered last even- 
ing at the meeting of the Chicago Historical 
Society was pleased beyond measure, the enter- 
tainment consisting of addresses by William 
Bross and Mr. J. H. MeVicker, the veteran 
theatrical manager. 

A HISTORICAL CANE. 

William Bross, in behalf ot Adolph Heile, 
handed to the President for safe-keeping the 
eane presented to the Doctor in place of the 
one he broke over the head of the slave-catcher 
many years ago in this city. It is a massive 
hickory, with gold head and mountings, and if 
wielded by a powerful arm would break the 
head ot any man, however hardened by slave- 
catching or any other wickedness. Mr. Bross 
gave the following facis in regard to the Doctor 
and the history of the cane: 

Dr. Charles R. Dyer was tor many years 
the most prominent citizens of Chicago. 22 2084 
April 24, 1878. His biography, published in THE 
TRIBUNE the next morning, says that he, with his 
associates, Cus Collins, Allen, Frier, and 
Pinkerton, had assisted in rescuing more than 1,000 
fugitives from slavery. The writer says: In 
one case « Kentucky fugitive who was then 
living in Dr. Dyer's house was seized one morning 
on the street by his old master and his willing 
tools. taken to their room in the Mansion House 
and bound hand and foot with cords until a biack- 
smith could be found to rivet the . The 
Doctor learned the boy’s whereabouts, burst in the 
door of his prison with a sudden crash, cut the 
ropes in an instant, and pointed to the win- 
dow. The poor captive sprang out and disap- 
peared. The man-stealers, foaming with rage, 
turned to wreak vengeance on the Doctor, but he 
had quietly walked out. Following him 
sidewalk, one rushed upon 
bowie-knife, u horrid 
all the while. The Doctor 


erwards presented to the martyred Lovejoy. and tne 
citizens of Chicago, admiring the Doctor’s courage, 
presented him with a splendid gold-headed cane 
with appropriate inscriptions commemorating the 


I beg to add that I have not been able to the 
exact date when the Doctor's encounter the 
slave-catchers took place. Neither does the mem- 
ory of those whom I pave been able to.consult 
agree as to all the facts in regard to the cane. One 
related that a Virginian, himself a slaveholder, 
who saw the. Doctor's cane broken, was so im- 

ressed by the fact that he sent the hickory stick 
or the cane from his own plantation, and that the 
colored people made up a purse and had it 
mounted as you see it. Dr. Kennicott thinks 
the stick cut on his brother's 
| Northfield, and mount- 
ed by his immediate friends. But these are minor 
matters. Here is the cane, and the noble qualities 
of the man whose efforts were untiring in the 
cause of the poor fleeing slave will ever be green 
in the memories of all who knew bim.
